THE ABDUCTED PERSONS (RECOVERY AND RESTORA¬ 
TION) CONTINUANCE ORDINANCE, 1955 

No. 2 OF 1955 

Promulgated by die President in the Sixth Year of die 
Republic of India. 

An Ordinance to continue the Abducted Persons (Recovery and 
Restoration) Act, 1949, for a further period. 

Whereas Parliament is not in session and the President is satisfied 
that circumstances exist which render it necessary for him to take 
immediate action; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by clause (1) of 
article 123 of the Constitution, the President is pleased to promulgate 
the following Ordinance: — 

1. (1) This Ordinance may be called the Abducted Persons (Recovery Short title 

and Restoration) Continuance Ordinance, 1955. menccmont" 

(3) It shall come into force at once. 

2. During the period of operation of this Ordinance, the Abducted Amend- 
Persons (Recovery and Restoration) Act, 1949, shall have effect as if in ^ctlon°i 
sub-section (3) of section 1, for the words and figures ‘31st day of May, ActLXV 
1955’, the words and figures ‘30th day of November, 1955’ had been subs- of 1949 ' 
tituted.
